Hissong said to combat t h i s 
lack of understanding, the Ohio 
Education Department has join­ 
ed with the U. S. Office of Ed­ 
ucation in promoting a drive for 
real for American Democracy 
He said the real program was 
deigned to teach the boys and 
girls “our form of government. 
its origin and the force* which 
oppose it.” 
The Democracy problem wa* 
one of seven Hissong brought up 
before th* meeting of educators 
from throughout the nation.

FOR A TIME after thee count­ 
ed the votes on the mer n I n g 
after election, there were rum- 
oY* flying around that, without a 
Republican administration a n d 
Ct ingress in 1949. either Hoover 
would have to tem per the sharp­ 
er pc int? of the report or Tru­ 
m an would not give it his sup­ 
port in sending it to Congress.
